So faras we gather from our conversations 
with our medical friends, the condition of affairs 
is uncertain.

The doc- 
tors say it is not yellow fever aloe they have 
to contend with, but with a high type of ma ari- 
al fever supervening the yellow fever.

Seventh—Did it accelerate the exchange o 
correspondence between the principal cities,f

Mighth—aAre the regulations for the local ce!- 


lection and distribution of mails in your city 
satisfactory? 
Our answers should not however be 


donfined to these questions. The whole 


subject of southern mail facilities 


should be presented, and our 
postal wants made fully known to this 
commission, who will report the results 
of their investigations to the next ses- 
sion of congress. No section of the 
country is so miserably served as the 
south.

representing in the aggregate $114,000 
that Jacob Huniznger had received 
their money under fa'se preteeces.

„men ourselves, asking nothing of the Benevo 
lent association but nures. A person who has 
never been ina city stricken by an epidemic 
can form no idea of the actual condition of 
things. Ons day you meet a man well and hear- 
ty. the next day you hear he is sick, and the 
third or fourth aay afterward he is dead. From 
what I can hear Brunswick is worse off than we 
are - not in the proportiunate number of sick to 
well - but in the lack of effective organization.
